Asked what his reactions were 
to die demolition of the old 
school* “It always hurts,” he 
said, “hut I hod a million- dollar 
childhood ” 

Triplett was raised at the 
(Tseal Bridge in Pocahontas and 
Randolph counties and remem¬ 
bers walking from lus home to 
the Big Fill where he caught the 
hus for the ride to Durbin 
School 

According to Triplett, Max 
Poscovcr was die pnncip.il at 
that nmr and i |>w of hU teach¬ 
ers were Violet Hoover, 
Marguerite Kisner Widney and 
Miss Collins. 

The school officially closed in 
197 7, and students were sent to 


Green Bank. 

P‘\ahoftU\ Counly records 
Nhi»w that on Sept I,* 1077. the 
Pocahontas County B«iaid of 
Education sold the school build¬ 
ing to Kenneth G, Gibson lor 
$9.(XX) 

Hie building has tciuamcd 
vacant since its closure, and 
through the years hus fallen prey 
to extensive vandalism, necessi¬ 
tating the need to demolish the 
structure. 

Memories of the days spent in 
the Duibm School abound and il 
was with sadness that residents 
watched or learned of the demise 
of the school building carlici this 
month. 

Doana Rcxrodc. Durbin resi¬ 
dent and former student at the 
Durbin school, remembers, “the 
good old days, sliding down the 
banister, visiting the candy store 
and getting my share of old-time 
discipline” she said. “Three- 
licks with a wooden paddle and I 
still don’t remember what I did 
fo deserve it." 

According to Jessie Beard 
Powell of Bartow, w ho attended 


the Ihnbin School in the Ian* 
1020s. Mr. GoodseL president of 
the Board ol Education who also 
built the tannery in Durbin, 
insisted that the school building 
be located on the top of the hill 

“For the two years I attended 
the school there weren’t any 
steps up to the building/’ Powell 
said “I would bounce from the 
tup to the bottom w ith my fancy 
leather book hag bouncing in 
front of me." 

The Rev. Shiics. minister of 
the Durbin Methodist Chuich. 
was principal at the time Powell 
attended the school. 

“It was a lot of fun. and I 
loved going to school there ' are 
the familiar and generally shared 
comments from those who 
attended the Durbin Graded 
School. 

Janet Starks, longtime area 
resident said “Wr used to have 
fun at that old school " She 
remembers the fun of sliding 
down ihe outside step rails, and 
hoping she didn’t get caught. 

In July 2001, the first annual 
Duibin Graded School Reunion 


was iHgam/ed by Gilardi and 
held at the Widney Park in 
Frank 

“We had an impressive 
turnout and much enthusiasm 
fit mii alumni oruund the coun 
try/' Gilardi said. 

I he gathering was not able to 
meet at or tour the school build¬ 
ing because of the dangerous 
condition of die sUuctuic. 

To generate interest in last 
year's reunion, Gilardi placed an 
announcement in newspapers 
and asked three trivia questions 
about the school. 

She said (fre response was 
great and plans to do the same 
for the second reunion scheduled 
for noon July 23 at Widney Park. 

Gilardi said she would wel¬ 
come any information, answers 
to the questions and pictures per¬ 
taining to the school.

3uBois, Bujrler Safety Inspector, 
and Mr. Cecil Plage, State 
occupation lnapaotor from Char¬ 
leston. 


Mr. DuBois and Mr. Plagf spoke 
about OSHA. OSHA stands for 
Ocoupation Safety end Health Act 
of 1970. They also spoke on the 
safety of industrial wurfcerv. 
Mr. Duooio explained that the 
inspectors ret a considerable 
amount of static from the work¬
